(Corporation Profits 


Climbing Despite 
Higher Taxes 


Washington (LPA). — Increased 
federal taxes would ruin them, the 
corporations moaned last year. As 
usual they were wrong. 

Atlantic Refining Co. has net 
profits (after taxes) of $17,663,000 
the first six months of 1950. For 
the. same period in 1951 the figure 
was $20,723,000. American Car & 
Foundry earned $436,193 in the 
fiscal year ended April 30, 1950. 
For the same period this year the 
figure was $2,675,914. Pittsburgh 
Coke & Chemical made $1,333,000 
the first six months of 1950. This 
year it made $1,907,000. 

General Electric sales for the 
first half of 1951 were 34 per cent 
above the same period in 1950, and 
profits before taxes were up 55 
per cent. But actual net profit 
dropped from a whopping $77,445,- 
000 to a mere $70,326,000. That was 
equal to $2.44 a share against 
$2.68 last year. 


Vatican Strike? 


In Vatican City, Italy, the long- 
brewing wage dispute between the 
200 members of the Pope’s Swiss 
guards and the Vatican was threat- 
ening to result in a mass resigna- 
tion. Already 16 men had quit in 
protest against pay which ranges 
from $50 a month for a recruit to 
$105 for the top rank, the corps 
commander. Highest pension 
granted after 20 years service, the 
guards complained, is $30 a month.

Heretofore, only escalator clauses 
in effect before. Jan. 25 were cov- 
ered, allowing 3,000,000 workers to 
get increases that pierced the 10 
per cent wage ceiling. The new 
ruling lifts the Jan. 25 deadline. 

The resolution, which. needs the 
approval of Economie Stabilizer 
Eric Johnston, would -permit work- 
ers to bargain for new escalator 
clauses or straight living costs 
raises if their contracts are not 
tied to the cost of living index. 

Described by Board Chairman 
George W. Taylor as “an exceed- 
ingly important plank in the wage 
Stabilization program,” the resolu- 
tion requires that cost of living 
increases gain approval of the 
board, but such approval would be 
virtually automatic.

Food Price Index 
Up One Cent 


New York (LPA)—The whole- 
sale food price index compiled by 
Dun & Bradstreet rose one cent in 
the week ended July 31. The index 
was 5.8 per cent above a year ago 
and 15.9 per cent over pre-Korea. 
In Washington, the Bureau of La- 
bor Statistics reported that its in- 
dex of average wholesale food 
prices dropped a tenth of 1 per 
cent to 188.9, still 13.4 per cent 
above pre-Korea, and 7.3 per cent 
above a year ago. The BLS index 
now has dropped for nine straight 
weeks.
